SUBJECT: Technical Report of U.S. Army Accident 


1. Enclosed is the Ground Accident Report required by AR 385-10 for the accident 
involving a heat injury that occurred at Fort Bragg, NC, on 29 July 2011. Your staff was 
provided the findings and recommendations shortly after the completion of the field 
investigation phase, and we recognize that many of the recommendations may have been 
implemented. 

2. The unit safety point of contact must review the report for technical accuracy, sign the 
DA Form 285 (Tab B, page 5) at block 73-75 and ensure the remaining board members 
review the report and sign the DA Form 285-B (Index B) prior to command review if 
available. Then process the report through the appropriate review channels from the unit 
experiencing the accident to the Army Command (ACOM) (Approving Authority). The 
accident unit commander must sign the DA Form 285 (Tab B, page 5) at block 66c to initiate 
the review process. 

3. The reviewing official will review the report, provide written concurrence or 
nonconcurrence with the findings and recommendations on DA Form 285-0 (Tab A) at 
block 1, and forward the report through the designated chain of command (ACOM) to the 
approving authority. The approving authority (ACOM commanders) will approve or 
disapprove each finding and recommendation made by the investigation board as amended 
by reviewing officials on DA Form 285-0 (Tab A) at block 2. 

4. Under the provisions of AR 385-10, paragraphs 3-17 and 3-18, the ACOM (Approving 

Authority) will ensure the Channel Copy is returned to the U.S. Army Combat Readiness/ 
Safety Center (USACRC), ATTN: CSSC-O, within 90 calendar days from the date of this 
memorandum. If this suspense date cannot be met, an electronic message requesting an 
extension must be transmitted to usarmv.rucker.hqda^secarmy.mbx.safe-accident-

CHAPTER 5 

MANAGEMENT OF HEAT CASUALTIES 


5-1. Clinical management 

a. In controlled settings, emergency medical care for heat casualties shall be arranged in advance. In 
addition, the first responder(s) will assist the chain-of-command in implementing the risk management 
guidelines for prevention of heat casualties per Appendix D. (First responders can be 91W medics, civilian 
emergency medical technician personnel, or Combat Life Savers). Management of heat casualties should 
always be urgent to avoid the potential for rapid deterioration into heat injury. Casualties’ immediate 
access to medical support in the field may include, at a minimum, measurement of core temperature, brief 
assessment of vital signs and mental status, and immediate, effective cooling. First responders should also 
be prepared to provide basic life support and first aid for injuries. If transportation to a medical 
department will require more than 10 minutes, provisions should be made to administer advanced cardiac 
life support (to include automated defibrillation) and intravenous fluids prior to arrival at the emergency 
department. 

b. The field medical team needs to provide an accurate clinical description of the immediate events, 
symptoms, signs, vital signs, and mental status of the patient, along with training activities, environmental 
conditions, clothing, and treatment given prior to arrival at the medical facility. To avoid substantial delay in 
treatment in settings where heat casualties are common, strenuous physical training should not be 
conducted without on-site medical capabilities. For example, a recruit-training center should have at least 
one medic or medical corpsman (with equipment, ice, and a transport vehicle) on site while strenuous 
training is conducted in hot weather. 

c. Soldiers should be familiar with the signs and symptoms of heat illness and injury so that they can 
seek medical support. Figure 5-1 provides the warning signs and symptoms of possible heat casualties. 

d. Figure 5-2 presents a schematic for the field treatment of heat casualties by 91 W medics. 

e. The severity of heat injury is often not apparent on initial presentation in the field. Soldiers involved 
in strenuous hot weather activity and who present with associated symptoms (for example, unsteady gait, 
sweaty, flushed skin, dizzy, headache, tachycardia, paresthesias, weakness, nausea, cramps) should be 
immediately evaluated for their mental status and core (rectal) temperature and vital signs. Poor or 
worsening mental status (ataxia, confusion) represents a true medical emergency, and these soldiers need 
rapid intervention and evacuation to an MTF. 

f. All soldiers suspected of having heat injury must have early initiation of cooling and rehydration in 
the field. Delay in cooling probably represents the single most important factor leading to death or 
residual, serious disability in those who survive. The patient should lie down and as much clothing should 
be removed as is practical. Body cooling should be initiated by the most practical means as quickly as 
possible. Thirsty and alert patients can be given oral fluids (initially 1 hour of 1 quart per 

30 minutes). Heat exhaustion patients generally demonstrate rapid improvement (within the first hour) 
with cooling and rehydration; however, those failing to respond to treatment should be forwarded to an 
MTF. 

g. Figure 5-3 provides a schematic for the treatment of heat casualties at the MTF. 

5-2. Body cooling 

a. Body cooling is the treatment foundation and must be initiated as soon as possible, using the most 
practical means available. First the patient needs to lie down. An obtunded or comatose patient should be 
placed on one side, with the airway closely monitored to avoid aspiration ofvomitus. 
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Figure 5-3. Schematic for MTF treatment of heat casualties 

b. Initial cooling methods include removing outer layers of clothing, soaking the skin with water, using 
wet sheets, ice packs or spray bottles, massaging the skin, and resoaking. Cold-water applications may be 
alternated with massage to encourage local blood flow and heat dissipation. 

c. Both cool and ice water immersion are the most effective methods in lowering body temperature. 
Ice water produces a slightly faster cooling; however, ice water is an uncomfortable environment in which 
to work and, in the field, is very difficult to obtain. Conscious patients will occasionally fight ice water 
immersion, thus complicating management. Cool water is less demanding logistically and easier for the 
medical attendants. Patients can be partially immersed using a stretcher over a tub of water. If the 
patient’s buttocks and back are immersed, the anterior arms and trunk will be accessible for clinical 
purposes. 

d. In desert environments, field expedient immersion baths that keep water cool can be constructed by 
digging plastic-lined shaded pits (the water is cooled by contact with cool subsurface sand and surface 
evaporation) or by rigging shallow canvas tubs with elevated frames in ventilated shade (the water is 
cooled by evaporation from the wet canvas surface). In canvas tubs, the water can cool to nearly the 
atmospheric dew point temperature, often as low as 50° F (10° C) in deserts. Heat stroke patients 
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frequently have diarrhea and vomiting; because of this the water immersion baths should be disinfected 
between cases. 

e. Wetting the body surface and accelerating evaporation by fanning can achieve cooling. The water 
can be applied by spraying or by application of thin conforming cloth wraps (sheets or cotton underwear). 
Evaporative cooling will not be as effective in humid environments. NOTE: Several authors have 
speculated that evaporative cooling is more effective than immersion cooling with cool or cold water; 
however, clinical measurements on heat stroke patients unequivocally affirm the greater effectiveness of 
cooling with cool or cold water. 

f. Ice packs or a cooling blanket (iced sheets)-especially when placed over major arteries-can provide 
cooling while the patient lies on a bed board. In this situation, cardiopulmonary resuscitation and advanced 
cardiac life support can safely be implemented. The room should be air conditioned to maintain a low 
humidity and air temperature. Rapid cooling of hyperthermic patients should continue until the rectal 
temperature remains below 101° F (38.3° C), after which cooling can proceed without cold water (such as 
a tepid shower) until the rectal temperature remains below 100° F (37.8° C). 

g. The following invasive cooling techniques are not recommended: ice water lavage or enemas and 
peritoneal lavage with cool fluids. These techniques do not provide faster cooling and have the additional 
disadvantages of potential complications and substantial inappropriate fluid loads. 

5-3. Rehydration 

a. Oral fluids work well for most dehydrated patients whose mental status is good and who can take 
fluids without risk of vomiting. For moderately dehydrated athletes, oral rehydration is equally as effective 
as intravenous infusion (replacing similar volume and salt load) in restoring exercise performance 
capabilities in the heat. Water is usually given for rehydration; however, for markedly dehydrated soldiers, 
sports drinks can be of value. Heat cramps respond to oral salt solutions (0.5 percent salt or 1 teaspoon 
per quart of water). 

b. Intravenous fluids replenish the ECF quickly, and NaCI can be given parenterally in concentrations 
substantially higher than can be tolerated orally. Patients with evidence of clinically significant plasma 
volume depletion (hypotension, tachycardia at rest, or orthostatic signs) should initially receive nonnal 
saline in 200 to 250 cubic centimeter boluses, an amount sufficient to restore normal circulatory function. 
No more than 2 liters of parenteral fluid should be administered without laboratory results, and the 
composition of subsequently administered parenteral fluid should be guided by measurements of serum 
electrolytes. 

c. Potassium depletion is best treated orally, but patients with severe heat injury may not be able to 
take oral medications because of obtundation or nausea and vomiting. Intravenous potassium replacement 
should be administered in half-normal or normal saline; dextrose (which tends to move potassium into 
cells) should be avoided. Rates of infusion are usually limited to 20 mmol/hr unless paralysis or malignant 
ventricular arrhythmias are present, in which case higher rates are recommended. Close 
electrocardiographic (ECG) and neurological monitoring is required. 

d. The earliest ECG sign of hyperkalemia is peaked T waves. Hyperkalemia should always be 
suspected when young exercising individuals collapse with arrhythmias. When hyperkalemia is found by 
chemical analysis, the medical officer should exclude pseudohyperkalemia, primarily due to needle 
hemolysis (with an elevated LDH level), fist clenching during blood drawing, marked leukocytosis or 
megakaryocytosis, or erroneous assay. An ECG should be performed while awaiting results of the repeat 
assay. The acute treatment of severe hyperkalemia is a medical emergency; the management of which 
has been well described. Treatment of either hypokalemia or hyperkalemia requires careful monitoring of 
responses because of shifts between intracellular and extracellular compartments and changes in the rate 
of renal loss.

(c) Conduct a medical investigation of the risks and risk 
reduction measures surrounding reported incidents and back brief the Corps 
Surgeon's Office on the results sof the investigation. Medical personnel 
should work closely with safety personnel to ensure appropriate medical 
advice is rendered during environmental injury investigations. 

(3) Soldiers: Maintain appropriate physical conditioning, drink 
appropriate amounts of water, refrain from use of unnecessary 
medications/dietary supplements, and inform leaders of difficulties/concerns 
when needed to protect his/her own or others' safety. 

f. RISK REDUCTION. Leaders will incorporate environmental conditions in 
their risk assessments and update as weather conditions change. Leaders 
should make a reassessment 1-2 hours prior to strenuous events such as a 20km 
timed road marches or runs greater than 5 miles. High risk events will 
exceed standard work-rest guidelines and must therefore be handled as high 
risk regardless of weather. As soon as the first environmental casualty 
occurs, commanders must assess the status of the whole unit. Presented in 
Appendix A are environmental casualty risk reduction measures that commanders 
can implement. Risk reduction measures that should be considered for high 
risk events can be found in Appendix B. Supporting preventive medicine 
personnel can provide additional guidance on risk reduction measures. 

g. COORDINATION OF HIGH RISJK EVENTS. Since high risk events have the 
potential to result in an expanded need for medical services (e.g., emergency 
room, acute care clinic) providing information on these events to the Chief, 
Emergency Services, WOMACK Army Medical Center (WAMC) is imperative. When 
planning a high risk event, use of the following guideline is required. For 
a Brigade (BDE) or Brigade Combat Team (BCT) size element, providing the date 
and time of the event to the Chief, Emergency Medicine, WAMC must be made a 
minimum of 45 days prior to the event. 

h. CASUALTY REPORTING PROCEDURES. These reporting requirements are not 
intended to replace safety reporting requirements. Environmental casualties 
occurring in high risk events resulting in death or hospitalization are 
reportable events in XVIII Airborne Corps. Units will report environmental 
casualties to the XVIII Airborne Corps G3, Current Operations Watch Team 
using the Significant Event/Serious Incident Reporting process. The Current 
Operations Watch Team will then notify the Corps Surgeon's Office, 396- 
5772/6516. After duty hours, the Current Operations Watch Team will forward 
this information to the Corps Surgeon's Office the following duty day. 

(1) Serious Incident Reporting (SIR) of an Environmental Casualty. 
Death from exposure to environmental conditions (heat or cold) is a Category 
II reportable serious incident apd hospitalized environmental casualty(s) 
from a high risk event are a Category III reportable serious incident. All 
SIRs are telephonically submitted to the XVIII Airborne Corps G3, Current

APPENDIX B 

SUGGESTED RISK REDUCTION MEASURES FOR TIMED ROAD MARCHES AND RUNS GREATER 

THAN 5 MILES 

Since timed road marches under combat loads and runs greater than 5 miles 
exceed the definition of hard work, the inherent risk will always be assumed 
to remain high regardless of the environmental or mitigating actions. 

Because these events are considered High Risk the first 06 in the chain of 
command must approve the operation and ensure that a risk assessment has been 
completed. Casualties can be minimized by: 

1. Commanders promoting physical conditioning programs that follow 
guidelines set forth in FM 21-18 and FM 21-20. Compliance with the road 
march conditioning program will, after a 30 day preparatory training period, 
produce a Soldier who can march 12 miles in less than 3 hours loaded to about 
60 pounds, when energy expenditure at that rate would cause exhaustion in 2 M 
hours for Soldiers who have not received special conditioning training. 

2. Adequate hydration and consumption of well-balanced meals the day prior 
to the event. Individuals should consume recommended amounts of water the 
day prior and in the morning (1-2 hours prior to the event). 

3. Establishing a re-hydration plan for the event, with strategically placed 
water points every 2 miles. 

4. Limiting strenuous physical activity and heat stress exposure during the 
entire day prior to the event. 

5. Setting the start time for the event during the coolest part of the day 
to maximize exposure to the lowest heat category. 

6. Modifying uniform to enhance cooling such as; unblousing ACU pants, 
unbutton ACU top, or removal and carry of helmet (Kevlar). 

7. Monitor the heat index along the event route. Ensure communication of 
heat index updates can be communicated between monitors and leadership. 

8. Ensuring participants are actually consuming appropriate amounts of water 
(usually 1 quart per hour but no more than 1.5 quarts per hour) along the 
route. (EXAMPLE: During road marches have Soldiers slightly open and invert 
their canteen to validate consumption. Soldiers who have water remaining in 
their canteen at checkpoints will consume remaining water prior to 
continuation of event. Persons ,not consuming sufficient water should be 
removed from the event.). 

9. Avoiding the use of a dietary supplement, see paragraph 6c(4). 

10. Active surveillance along the route of the event by medical personnel or 
combat lifesavers trained in the recognition of heat injury signs stationed 
along the event route. 

11. Medically evaluating all participants at checkpoints to identify signs 
of confusion, disorientation, etc. Trained medical providers will remove 
Soldiers displaying signs of heat injury from the course for further 
evaluation before being allowed to continue. Confused or disoriented 
personnel will be removed. Rectal temperatures up to 104 degrees(F) to 105 
degrees(F) are common without heat stroke, but personnel with a rectal

History. This publication is a rapid action revision. The portions affected by this rapid action 
revision are listed in the summary of change. 

Summary. This regulation prescribes policy and provides guidance to commanders in 
preventing environmental (heat or cold) casualties. 

Applicability. This regulation applies to all Active Army and Reserve component training 
conducted at service schools, Army training centers, or other training activities under 
Headquarters, U.S. Army Training and Doctrine Command (TRADOC) control. 

Proponent and exception authority. The proponent for this regulation is the Deputy Chief of 
Staff, TRADOC. The proponent has the authority to approve exceptions or waivers to this 
regulation that are consistent with controlling law and regulations. 

Army management control process. This regulation does not contain management control 
provisions. 

Supplementation. Supplementation of this regulation and establishment of command and local 
forms are prohibited without prior approval from the Command Surgeon’s Office, TRADOC,

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Appendix D 

Instructions on Use of Iced Sheets 
D-l. Concept 

a. The use of bed sheets cooled with ice water has been proven to significantly improve the 
recovery and outcome of persons suffering from heat stroke. 

b. The use of iced sheets for treatment of heat stroke in the field is recommended in TB 
MED 507 . paragraph 5-2; Heat Injury Risk Management; and TRADOC Regulation 350-6 . 
paragraph H-11 f. 

D-2. Procedure 

The recommended indications and procedures for use of iced sheets are as follows: 

a. Provide iced sheets in accordance with risk assessment and local guidance. 

b. Prepare iced sheets by placing ordinary bed sheets in iced water. 

(1) Keep iced water ready in Igloo(R)-type ice chests. 

(2) Have sheet readily available, either soaking in iced water or in resealable plastic bags. 

(3) When needed, immerse sheet in iced water and ensure it is saturated; this can be done as 
Soldier's outer clothing is being removed. 

c. Depending on the risk, the ice chests can be maintained at training sites by drill sergeants; 
carried on ambulances or nonstandard evacuation vehicles; and maintained at troop medical 
clinics. 

d. Iced sheets should be applied anytime a Soldier has a change in their mental status and 
consideration is given to environmental heat exposure being the cause of this change (that is, 
either during environmental heat extremes or following days of exposure to environmental heat 
extremes). Mental status changes include confusion, inability to properly follow commands, loss 
of consciousness, etc. The mental status changes of heat illness are more important than the 
Soldier’s temperature when deciding on the treatment of heat illnesses. Ask the following 
questions to assess mental status: 

(1) What is your name? 

(2) What month is it? What year is it? 

(3) Where are you? 

(4) What were you doing before you became ill? 
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e. Iced sheets should always be applied as follows: 

(1) Cover as much exposed skin as possible with the ice-cold sheets. 

(2) Also cover the top of the head. 

(3) When sheets warm up, put them back into cooler and then reapply. 

f. Iced sheets should be re-iced and re-applied (or completely replaced) whenever the iced 
sheets become warm (because the sheets are no longer delivering cooling therapy). Cooling 
should be continued until EMS arrives. Do not disrupt cooling on the basis of a temperature 
measurement (for example, with ear or skin thermometer). 

g. Evacuate any Soldier who requires cooling with iced sheets to the nearest emergency 
room via EMS. 


Appendix E 

Instructions on Use of the WBGT 
E-l. Types of WBGTs 

a. The mechanical WBGT kit is the U.S. Army standard. Commanders may use digital 
WBGTs at their discretion. 

b. The TRADOC Surgeon’s Office recommends the use of a regularly calibrated, 
mechanical WBGT kit (NSN 6665-00-159-2218, WBGT Kit with Tripod: NSN 6665-01-381- 
3023, NSN Source: FM 4-25.12). 

c. Commanders may, at their discretion, use alternative digital WBGT measurement devices 
called handhelds or heat stress monitors (HSMs). 

(1) Should commanders choose the digital alternative, such measuring instruments must 
receive yearly calibration via appropriate calibrating activities (such as test, measurement and 
diagnostic equipment [TMDE]). Inaccuracies may occur if the operator is in close proximity to 
the unit (that is, when using a handheld device) or when digital WBGT/HSM devices are left 
outside for long periods without use. 

(2) Acceptable commercially-available HSM devices include the QUESTemp 36, the Extech 
HT30, and the WIBGET RSS-214. Consult with the installation Environmental Health Section, 
Safety, and Department of Public Works for assistance in choosing a device. 
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
